England, after being 29 for 1, are 347 for 1 
as the result of the first day’s play in the 
played to a finish Test match against 
Australia at Kennington Oval, London, 
yesterday. 

Hutton and Leyland, both of Yorkshire, were the 
heroes of the day, the former scoring 160 in 
a faultless display to record his second cen- 


tury of the present series — he made his first’ 


in his Test debut against Australia on June 
40 — and the latter hitting up 156 to register 
his seventh century against Australia, his 
second on the Oval wicket and the highest 
Test score of his career against Australia. 
The pair have now added 318 runs for the se- 
cond wicket and require 184 more runs to 
beat the world record of 451 by Ponsford and 
Bradman, also at the Oval, in 1984. 


The limited Australian attack — O’Reilly, Fleetwood-Smith, Mc- 
Cabe and Waite — bowled very necurately throughout the 
day and were backed'up by an extraordinarily Keen field. 
Leyland was twice nearly run ont carly in his innings, while 
Hutton was fortunate not to be stumped before the ‘first 
hundred was hoisted. ;

10 
was n very courageous and very 
cloar-headed man, though he lived 
Ifteen hundred years age, «(his 
nome was Augustine), who defined 
a _elear thinker us one who can 
“Osengage the truth of things 
from the trickery of words.” We 
are badly in need of clear think- 
ing now, becnuuse it has gene 
sadly out of fashion and it has 
become almost an accepted prac- 
tics to take words at their nick- 
name value rather than-at— their 
real value. It is because the 
tyranny of words and our slavery 
to them that the art of slogan 
writing hus added to the wiles of 
advertising and the art of culling 
names has extended the scope of 
dishonesty In politics. 


Happily for their ’ reputation, 
such as it is, it was not sither ad- 
vertising ‘men or politicians that 
begun this practice of — twisting 
words and using them as dishon- 
est labels. Literary men und 
historfans seems to have begun it, 
for it is they who are responsible 
for such terms as Dark Ages, Re- 
formation and other misleading 
lnbels that are now fully enshrin- 
ud in the Junguaye of every’ day. 
My dictionary (Chamhers’—don't 
buy it) interprets the Dark Ages 
as “the period of intellectual 
darkness in Europe from the 6th 
to the 16th century.” There in a 
whole encyclopaedia of ignorance in 
that definition, yet it passes mus- 
ter because the pseudo-historfans 
who wished to detract the very 
uname of Christendom: found = a 
convenient means of wiping cut 


centuries of achievement with onc’ 


word, I admit that most editors 
of dictionaries are not so sweep- 
ing in their extension of the term 
Dark Ages, for they allow for the 
term “Middle Ages” also. Yet 
even this is another nickname, a8 
the term conveys the suggestion 
that nothing of importance hap- 
‘pened in those years, they are 
just the; uninteresting “areca. be- 
the foreground and the 
horizon. ° 


Renaissance And 
Reformation 


Even the word Rennissanée is 
only a label. How many are 
aware now that jt is an abbrevia- 
tion of the French Renalssance de 
Lettres and that it only reached 
England a hundred years ago, 
when the Victorfan mind adopted 
it, shorn of its limitation to Iet- 
tora, and used it as a convenient 
description for a whole new moo 
and a gencral new birth -— until 
now It conveys the completely 
false: suggestion of a revival of 
learning that arose from the sume 
forces that brought Into being 
the Reformation. Of all the 
misleading historical labels “Re- 
formation” is the most aggressive 
and the most incorrect, It is 
made to suggest that the wholzsale 
repudiation of certain essential 
Catholic doctrines in the sixteenth 
century was a simple moral pro- 
cess, one of reforming a corrupt 
Church, © Anyone who has made 
even the most superficial ntudy of 
the ages and the movement — in 
question knows that the religious 
changes of the sixteenth century 
did not bring about a tightening 
of standards but a very disastrous

If auch widely accepted terms 
are roally. false and misleading 
tabela — and history, «not my 
word, is the proof:that they are— 
then we need not be surprised if 
less Important words also convey 
talse meanings, and It should 
warn us against accepting too 


‘readily the words that have pro- 


paganda value. . Take “Liberal,” 
for example. The movement 
that was given this name on the 
European’ Continent had as its 
most distinguishing quality not 
Hberty but bitter anti-clericalism. 
(And: the term anti-clerical is in 
reality anti-religious, made to ap- 
pear excusable’ as if it were 
directed ayainat the men who pro- 
pugated religious doctrine rathor 
than against the doctrine which 
they upheld). In the same way, 
prejudiced use of the term “ree 
gious intolerance" confines {it to 
alleged persecution by Catholics 
of their enemies, while excusing 
trom all taint of it the persecutors 
from Elizabeth to Hitler who 
have tried to crush the Catholic 
Church. 


Democracy — 


It ly however the labels that are 
in use at the presont day that we 
have most reason to be coricerned, 
for it is undoubtedly truce that 
deliberate misuse of words is 
part of the present technique of 
propaganda which deserves such 
close attention if we are to avoid 
being made the dupes of-it. Sovict 
Russia fs frequently spoken of in 
newspupers as one of the great 
“democracies,” though anyone 
who pays any attention to the 
meaning of words must know that 
can be applied to its form of gov- 
ernment. (‘If Great Britain, the 
United States and France are 
tuken as types of democratic gov- 
ernment, (ever though when the 
American or French press is In a 
bad humour it will not allow the 
term to be given without quall- 
fication to Grent Britain,) then it 
ja farcical to pretend that Rugsia 
in a democracy to-day. “Govern- 
ment of the people, for the people, 
by the people’—shades of Lin- 
colnt where are any elements of 
it, other than a double dose of 


“Government of the people” to be, 


found in the US.S.R? Yet so 
much can men be enslaved by 
words that Russia is looked up. by 
many not merely as a democratic 
state, but as the ideal of all de- 
mocracics, 


Then, of course, there is “fase 
clam.” . By sheer force of pro- 
payanda this word, which is oa 
technical ene for a certain form 
of government which is udmilted- 
ly not democratic, is applied as a 


term to every form of rule and * 


every shade of political opinion 


that fs not in line with Russian - 


So much has ‘thia 


communis, 
that every 


word become misused 


critic of communism fs automati- 
cally dubbed a fascist. “The 
fact that Ido not like Russian 
caviar,” someone protested, “is no 
reason for ‘supposing that I like 


“Italian spaghetti,” but such pro- 


tests go completely unhecded, 
Calling names {8 the  fmpuilent 
amall boy's method of argument. 
It is thought effective by others 
who, when they cannot convince, 
like at loast to give offence. The 
growth of.this habit has Ied to a 
good deal of unpleasantness and 
bad-feeling at n time when overy 
effort Is needed to promote peace. 
Whatever might bo done by Irres- 
ponsible people, at least those who 
are capable of rensoning should 
try to use words correctly. Every- 
one who is not a supporter of 
communist Russia is not neccs- 
sarily a fascist. 


Spanish 
War Names 


The Spanish war has generated 
tt whole crop of nicknames, or 
rather, to be more correct, those 
who use the word fascist as o 
nickname have found w whole Jot 
of others to use in connection with 
the Spanish war, “Loyalists” and 
“rebels” are two of the best 
known, In the carly days of the 
Spanish tragedy if anyone want- 
ca to show that he was a “loyal- 
ist” all he had to do was to take 
part in burning a church or sack- 
ing a convent. To what was he 
supposed to be loyal? Perhaps to 
“democracy"—the common de- 
nominator of the anarchists, com- 
munists and other supporters of 
“csovernment of the people, by the 
people, for the people,” who made 
such n success of the Spanish Re- 
public! Tho term “Government” is 
vaed also to designate the junta 
who seized the reins of yovern- 
ment ufter having made the rule 
of law impossible in Spain after 
the 1936 elections, and “rebel” is 
used as a term of contempt to de- 
reribe those who rose to provent 
them turning Spain into another 
Russia—though “rebel” was a 
term of honour when applied to 
the rising in the Asturias a few 
yeurs before. 


If Spain had become another. 
Russia, we should have had an 
even wider application of those 
other misleading terms that are in 
use when its chaotle rule in de- 
seribed. “Purge,” for instance, It 
suggests © the elimination of 
poisonous matter for the sake. of 
health, Its use to describe the 
action of the O.G.P.U. or the 
Geatupo at the command of Stalin 
or Hitler tracking down n score or 
w hundred of officials or citizens 
und nssasainating them in cold 
blood, or executing them after a 
force of a trial, is Magrantly dis- 
honest, “Liquidation” is another 
convenient term for condoning 
governmental murler. We may 
read in u play about “the deop 
damnation of his taking off,” or 
henr that “he that he fs coming 
must be provided for,” but when 
we slip easily Into dhe usc of 
words with conveniently twisted 
meaning we are censing to think 
clearly as well.as to speak cloar- 
ly. We need to “disengage the 
truth of things from the trickery 
of words.” .

HE current witticism about Stanicy Prison, that the walls are 
there to keep them out and not to keep them in, ironically 
underlines the perturbing growth of petty crime within the Co- 
Jony, the huge poverty problem created by the war at a time when 
we are supposed to be enjoying relative prosperity, and the ser- 
ious weaknesses in our crime prevention system concealed behind 
the fact of mounting lists of prosecutions and sentences. No 
matter how the issues are examined, it is difficult to escape the 
conclusion, however unpatatable, that the) gross overcrowding 
which has developed at the prison is a criticism of official policy 
and administration, rather than 2 compliment to the efficiency of 
law enforcement. Police aflicers of long service themselves com- 
plain that the situation is threatening to get out of hand. They 
tnd that prison holds no terrors fer the law-breuker and that the 
stuge has been reached when minor delinquents quite openly mock 
them it, quite properly, they seek to do justice without adding to 
the prison population. One of the tirst causes, us has been shown 
on more than one gecasion, is to be found in prison conditions, An 
inquiry some months ago, round about the time of the scandal 
concerning the high cost of feeding prisoners, revealed ‘hard la- 
bour’ requirements which were ludicrously inadequate, if they 
were intended to be implied as a deterrent, in fact a general db- 
sence of any ‘punishment’ in imprisonment, except imprisonment, 
which to the all-fed destitutes who represent the vast majority of 
those who make the trip to Stanley is no punishment at all. If 
steps have since been taken tu lighten up the system. and climin- 
ate the “country residence” atmosphere, they huve not been pu- 
blicly disclosed, and the results have not been reflected in any 
observed distaste for the, Colony's penitentiary regimen, — 


A second primary factor, and, it may be felt to be the more 
important the more closely the general problem is analysed, is the 
remarkable celerity with which stolen goods disappear. The 
alarming growth of petty larcony can lead only to the inference 
that Hong Kong is becoming more and more » happy hunting 
ground for professional receivers und disposers of stolen pro- 
perty. There is reason to believe, too, that some of them work- 
in close touch with criminals. How. otherwise the proved exis- 
tence, during a recent study of boys’ club problems, of Fagin 
establishments training youthful idle hands in the arty of petty 
crimo? The police cannot be unaware of the facts. They must 
know that if stolen goods could not be sold, safely. and quickly, 
thieves would be largely ‘deprived of any incentive to steal. In 
other words, if there were no receivers there would be no thieves. 
Yet receivers are not frequently charged in the courts—not where 
proof of consistent contact with thieves is uvailuble. Yot Chin- 
ese victims of burglurics have been known toe go to-such places as 
Paddy’s Market to await the arrival of their lost. property—bo- 
fore guing to the police. And yet, also, when receivers are caught 
and ure prosecuted, us in the wholesule Peninsula Hote] caso, 
they ure, in the main, trented as misguided individuals who. 
would be well advised to be more cautious in future and are re- 
leased on payment of triviul- fines. The accepted idea thnt to 
catch a criminal and imprison him served the dual purpose of 
warning others and punishing him, hus completely broken down, 
if ever it’ were true of Hong Kong. It remains important 
to catch him, but so long as the ‘fence’ is in business there arc 
plenty of recruits to soll stolen goods for a fraction of thelr 
value.
